It 
has a court within it, covering nearly an 
aere-of ground, and a fountain plays in tha 
midst of this. It was hero that tho in- 
augural ball was hold, and if the national 
conventions could be safely brought together 
at Washington it w.ould make a splendid 
convention hall. The critics, however, say 
there Is too much wasted space and that It is 
impossible to keep tho building warm In the 
winter.

A Scheme of the Druggists. 


An important movement is on foot 


among the druggist of Illinois, and is 
expected to materialize somewhere with- 
in the next six months. The Chicago 
College of Pharmacy proposes to place 
its institution in the hands of the Illinois 
State Pharmaceutical Association, of 
which Henry Smith, of Decatur, is presi- 
dent, and the offer will probably bo ac- 
cepted. The property is worth at least 
$20,000. The project contemplates add- 
ing to the curriculum of the college a 
chair of therapeutics and one of physi- 
ology, and also to extend this institution 
to the subject of sanitation. Upon this 
curriculum it is proposed that the degree 
of doctor of pharmacy will be awarded to 
the graduates of this institution.

million letters a year, and it is only by com- 
ing hero and seeing for yourself that you 
can appreciate what three million letters 
mean. Fully as many lotters ore sent as are 
received, and congressmen alone send in thou- 
sands of letters in a month. The mailing 
clerks of the pension office b.ave plenty to do. 
One lady does nothing but send back postage 
stamps, for Undo Sam never accepts any- 
thing for return postage. He pays his own 
bills and returns all stamps.
